L OGARTH, the intimate. friend of Fielding, was in- 
coafolable for not having been able dusing the life of 
the Jattery wo perfuade bim to fit for his portrait. One 
juorning, ag the painier, alove in his chamber, was at 
work on the drapery of the duchely of-.---he head @ voice 
coning from the diawiag 100m door, like that of the 
decealed Fielding; who ina holiow voice called, ** Ho- 
garth, come and paint me.’ The arilt, who was no great 
believer in gholis, refle€ted for a moment, laughed, and 
continued his work ; but prefently after, the fame voice 
was heard repeating the fame words: He hattily tofe, o- 
poned the drawing room door, and ftaried Lack verified, 
thinking he abfoluiely faw Fielding, who faid, “ Fear no- 
thing, but make halle, and take iny likenefs for 1 cannot 
thay herve above a quarter of an hour.” Hogarth had the 
courage to eutline the figure; and fo much io the fatiefac. 
tiou of the phantom, that it faid, * Valtly well, Hogarth ; 
daiewel! but in leaving the room beware thou doft rot 
look back.” ‘ 
Returning to his own chamber, the painter, though 
youch affected, could not, on confideration, long fuppote 
this adventure fupermatuial; He rang his bell, and inter- 
sogated the fervants concerning who bad been admitted ; 
but could not trace the leaft cirewmtance to-found fulpi- 
cion, ‘Thinking, if he explained bimfelf too far, the fear 
of gholts might feia¢ his fervants, he fent them away, aad 
left it to time to bring this affair to light; but the more 
he looked on the portratt of his friend, the greater be 
thought the likenefs : he did not finith it, wot daring to re- 
ly too much on kis own judgment ; but placed it among 
his new ‘works, fo that his viftors might fee it; molt of 
whom had known Fielding, How great was his-furprize, 
when he faw the general and inflant i¢nfatioa it produced ! 
Bur Hogarth was not fatisied with the ttrange manner in 
which it was Gbtained ; and one day having required pro- 
found fecrecy, he ventured to confult his fricad Garrick on 
this affair.---What was his: new ‘altovifyment, when this 
celebrated aétor told him, that having, like him, long re- 
gretted the want of a portrait of Fielding, he had, through 
fhe means of a fervant, got into his drawing room, and by 
changing his voice and countenance by his mimicry, beeu 
able to deceive his friend. 
Hogarth was now convinced of the obligation he owed 
gGariick ; whofe prodigious memory could thus imitate a 
maa, who had been dead cight years,
